Meanwhile it is reported that the 
Prince Regent of Bavaria intends making 
Prince Alexander Commander of the Second 
Bavarian Army Corps, at the same time 
giving bim high position to mark 
the feeling of the German sovereigns, 
that royalty ought not to be bullied in this 
fashion by ministers, even if they happen to 
be Bismarcks.

A SOUTHERN SENSATION. 


The Mysterious Disappearance of John W. 
Neal Explained After Three Years. 


TULLAHOMA, Tenn., April 14.—Col. Ander- 
gon gives all the facts known concerning the 
disappearance of John W. Neal and the rela- 
tionship existing between him and Maud 8t. 
Pierre, the alleged woman of wealth. Said 
Col. Anderson: Three years and ten months 
ago to-day Maude St. Pierre came to my house 
and stated that she was possessed of enor- 


mous wealth and had made trip to Anderson 
for the purpose of purchasing all of the vast 
ranges of mineral land in that section. 


She added that her private secretary, 
John W. Neal, and a geologist, Col. 
Wall, would also want accommodations, as 


they were in her employ and she wished them 
near. They were admitted as guests of the 
Anderson mansion. Miss St. Pierre was about 
35 years of age, and claimed to be an English 
lady of vast wealth and unlimited resources. 
She negotiated with Col. Anderson, and 
bought from him 1,400 acres of mineral land, 
the price being $6 per acre. She gave him a 
check on a bank at Huntsville, Ala., for $150 
to hoid an option for ten days. This 
check was sent to Murfreesboro, and 
on correspondence with the Hunts- 
ville bank payment was refused. Anderson 
made the check good to the bank of Murfrees- 
boro. Col. Wall of Stevenson, Ala., was en- 
gaged, presumably by Miss St. Pierre, as 
geologist, but on her arrival at Anderson he 
was really made a nurse to attend and walt 
on her alleged private secretary, John W. 
Neal. Maj. Wall was with Neal a day whenthe 
latter had a bad case of delirium tremens, 
and Miss St. Pierre gave Wall leave of ab- 
sence. On the Thursday before the Sunday 
when Neal disappeared, he had three fits, 
and his condition was pitiable in 
the extreme. Miss 8t. Pierre clun 
to him through’ all his iliness which 
she explains as follows: She was engaged to 
be married to Hon. William Low of Alabama.

Wall, 
who had just come in from Stevenson, 
identified the shoes as he had once 
taken them out of a place where they were 
left as security for drinks. The remains were 
carefully gathered together and placed in a 
Small box and the mother of Neal, who resides 
in Huntsville, notified of the discovery. 
Four of the upper teeth were found 
plugged with gold. This fact also 
assisted in the complete identifica- 
tion. The silly rumor that he was 
murdered is untrue; the facts show that he 
crawled into this thicket and in a choking fit 
of delirium died. His body was found just 
one mile from his last disappearance from 
human eye.

A DECISION IN THE POPLAR STREET DRAM- 


SHOP LICENSE CASE. 


Judge Lubke Interprets the Power of a 


Court of Equity in Going Behind Color- 
ablo Conveyances—A Plea ef Insanity 
Stops the Godfrey Divorce Proceedings 
—A Tenant’s Damage Suit—New Suits 
Filed To-Day and Matters in Litigation. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision of 


importance affecting conveyances of property 
for dramshop license purposes. The Evans 
Bros. Tobacco & Warehouse Company ap- 
plied fora temporary injunction against the 
Collector to restrain him, until further order 
of the Court, from issuing to John Ransom a 
license for a dramshop to be located at 
the northeast corner of Twelfth and 
Poplar streets in block 437. The petitioners 
alleged that as lessees fora term of five years 
expiring in 1893 they own and are assessed for 
taxes on 375 feet of ground fronting on Twelfth 
street and as citizens are entitled to a voice in 
granting dramshop licenses on the block. 
Under the statute no license to keep 
a diamshop can be granted until 
a majority ofthe tax-paying citizenson the 
block sign a petition asserting thereto. 
Whenever two-thirds of the assessed tax-pay- 
ing citizens of the block, as shown by the last 
previous annual assessment ofthe city, sign 
the petition, the duty to issue the license be- 
comes mandatory. In this case it ap- 
peared thata petition signed by an alleged 
majority of the tax-paying citizens of the 
block was presented to the Collector, and he 
was about to issue the license, The petitioners 
contended that the license should not be 
granted because the signers of the petition 
were not assessed tax-payers of the block 
last June when the last assessment is 
supposed to have been made. 


The court holds that this ground of objec- 


tion is not tenable because the reference in 
the lawto the last assessment is where the 
petition is signed by two-thirds of the tax-pay- 
ing citizens and evenif this appliedto a peti- 


tion signed by a majority it would not necessar- 
ily mean the persons who owned the property 
on June Ist, but would be construed to mean 
the persons who uponthe completion of the 
annual assessment prior tothe meeting of the 
Board of Equalization in March ofthe present 
year were found to be tax-payers on the As- 
sessor’s books. It was also contended that

BOWLING IN GERMANY. 

C.J. Bohling, a member of the visiting club, 
remarked to a POsT-DISPATOH reporter: 
‘‘Bowling is one of the great national sports 
of Germany, and even American-Germans are 
devoted to the sport. I believe that inquiry 
would develop the fact that a large major- 
ity of the patrons of bowling alleys in 
ali parts of the country are German, 
either by birth or ancestry. Nearly all youn 
Germans indulge in this sport and some 
them are — expert. In Germany 
there are comparatively few wooden alleys, 
marble and asphalt being preferred, and the 
reguiation length greatly exceeds that of most 
alleys inthis country. All games prevalent 
here are playe and some that 
are little known, requiring great skill, 
and being very complicated, — 52 having 
its value, while the score is varied by combi- 
nations of pins knocked down and left stand- 
ing, scoring under certain rules being a most 
abstruse mathematical process. The brewers 
are particularly noted for their fondness for 
and skillin bowling, and the young brewers 
have a strong organization in every city where 

beer is manufactured.’’ 
THE BREWERS’ STRIKE. 

What about the strike among the employes 
in Chicago?’’ 

It would be useless to deny that it has em- 
barrassed us to a certain extent, but this em- 
barrassment will only be temporary, and lam 
not at all sure that the strike may not ul- 
timatiy be of great benefit to our business.

Of course, some of the maltsters are very val- 
uable men, and cannot be replaced at a mo- 
went’s notioe, but the proprietors generally 
understand the business in all its branches 


most thoroughly and can superin- 
tend the work themeelvs. We are 
flooded with 1 — for work, 
and can get an excellent force together in a 


very short time. The ultimate result will be 
that a very large number of men will learn the 


business, which has hitherto been in the 
hands of the few, aud the employers will be 
come masters of the situation. we 
always carry a large stock of beer 
and could supply the market for 
months without manufacturing a keg. 


We have no anxiety as to the outcome of the 
strike, but feel that we are masters of tho sit- 
uation.’’

HIS FINE STABLE OF HORSES. 


The Forced Retirement of Stuyvesant From 
the Turf—Latest Betting in the East—New 
York Sporting Notes—Oapt. Hanlon 
Makes a Few Explanations—An Interest- 
ing Talk With Catcher Charley Bennett— 
Gossip ef the Diamond.

New Tonk, April 14.—The most important 
piece of turf news that has come to hand this 
‘spring isthe seemingly authentic report from 
Mobile that Capt. Sam Brown, the Pittsburg 
turfman, has been forced to retirs his great 
colt Stuyvesant. The Mobile papers say that 
the colt has broken down beyond any 
hope of recovery, one of hislegs having 
given away during astrong gallop. This dis- 
poses of the fastest mile horse that we have 
seen on the Americanturf. Stuyvesant has 
the fastest time on record for a mile made 
in an actual race, and in seven 
trials out of ten could run the dis- 
tance in 1:41. His record is 1:40%. Trainer 
Rogers has certainly had his share of bad for- 
tune. Troubadour, Blue Wing, Bob Fisher, 
Rightaway and now Stuyvesant have all gone 
wrong with him. The only one of the lotlikely 
ever again to face the starter with success is 
Blue Wing, and that thoroughly game and 
speedy horse has two unsound legs. The loss 
of Stuyvesant will deprive race-goers of 
many exciting contests in which the son of 
Glengarry would have figured as the first op- 
ponent of those equine champions, Hanover 
and Singston. With Stuyvesant out of 
the wey, there is no 4-year-old 
to dlspute their superiority.
